Claims 1-8, 10-19 are allowed because prior art does not teach 

a wireless remote cooking 
thermometer system, comprising: 

a first hand-held unit positionable at a first location 
adjacent food being cooked, said first hand-held unit including 
a radio frequency transmitter operative to transmit internal 
temperature readings associated with the food being cooked; and 

a second hand-held unit including a radio frequency receiver for reception of the 
internal temperature readings transmitted by said frequency 

transmitter of said first hand-held unit, in combination with the remaining limitations of 
the dependent claims.
